REPORT

To  the    Citizens  of  Somersivorth  : 

The  Superintending  School  Committee  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  schools  under 
their  supervision  : 

The  school  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  marked  by  the 
thoroughness  and  earnestness  manifested  on  the  part  of  both 
scholars  and  teachers,  and  the  results  are  gratifying. 

The  effort  which  has  been  made  by  your  committee  to  raise 
the  standard  of  all  the  schools,  and  to  make  the  school  work 
thorough  and  uniform  in  all  the  grades,  has,  to  a  large  degree, 
contributed  to  these  results.  There  still  remains  much  work 
to  be  done  in  this  direction,  both  in  preparing  and  getting  in 
operation  the  course  of  study  in  the  lowest  primary  grades. 
The  courses  of  study  in  the  High  and  Grammar  schools  are 
now  in  full  operation,  and  show  that  with  their  aid,  the  school 
work  is  becoming  much  more  efficient  and  satisfactory.  A 
course  of  study  for  the  First  and  Second  Primary  schools  has 
been    drafted,  and  will  soon  be   completed  and    printed.     The 
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system  of  making  all  promotions  in  the  different  grades  de- 
pendent upon  satisfactory  written  examinations,  has  also  tend- 
ed to  make  the  school  work  more  thorough  and  practical  in  its 
nature. 

The  introduction  of  the  study  of  language  into  the  lower 
primary  schools  has  had  an  important  influence  upon  these 
schools,  and  has  done  much  to  awaken  a  love  of  study.  An 
effort  has  been  made  by  the  committee  to  render  the  study  of 
drawing  more  attractive  and  thorough,  and  the  school  rooms 
have  been  fitted  up  with  models  so  that  a  more  decided  inter- 
est in  this  important  department  of  school  work  may  be  looked 
for.  No  important  change  in  the  books  used,  has  been  made. 
White's  new  two  books  series  of  arithmetics  were  introduced 
in  the  place  of  the  old  three  book  series,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fall  term,  and  the  change  has  proved  to  be  a  wise  one. 
Monroe's  Advanced  Readers  were  introduced  to  meet  the  long 
felt  want  for  supplemental  reading  matter. 

The  First  Primary  and  Grammar  schools  have  been  furnished 
with  new  maps,  and  the  Grammar  school  with  an  anatomical 
chart.  The  Primary  and  Grammar  schools  have  also  been  fur- 
nished with  some  books  of  reference.  From  money  received 
for  tuition,  the  High  School  has  been  furnished  with  a  new 
electrical  apparatus,  Johnson's  Natural  History,  and  a  micro- 
scope is  to  be  purchased  soon. 

The  wisdom  of  these  expenditures  cannot  be  questioned,  and 
the  awakening  interest  of  the  scholars  in  scientific  subjects 
shows  their  appreciation  of  these  means  of  acquiring  a  more 
extended  education  in  this  line.  Prizes  were  offered  bj-  the 
Principal  of  the  High  School,  Prof.  Rich,  to  the  class  in 
Natural  History,  for  the  best  collections  of  insects,  etc.,  which 
has  stimulated  the  scholars  to  much  original  research  in  this 
line  of  study.  The  experiment  of  making  the  school  work  for 
the  last  vear  in  the  Grammar  School,  and  the  first  year  in  the 
High    School,    tentl     more    particularly  towards    a     practical 
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business  training  by  giving  the  scholars  thorough  instruction 
in  book-keeping,  penmanship  and  arithmetic,  is  proving  a  suc- 
cess, and  the  old  cry  that  a  High  School  training  not  only  did 
not  fit,  but  actually  tended  to  unfit  a  boy  for  a  business  career, 
will  soon  be  hushed. 

The  increasing  work  in  the  High  School  will  soon  demand 
another  assistant  in  order  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  your  com- 
mittee, i.  e.,  to  make  our  High  School  equal  in  its  training  to 
any  in  the  State. 

The  third  and  fourth  primary  schools  are  overrun  with 
pupils,  and  some  provision  should  be  made  for  reducing  the 
number  of  scholars  in  these  grades  either  by  establishing  two 
new  schools  of  the  same  grades,  in  Orange  St.  school  house,  or 
by  enlarging  the  present  school  rooms.  Fifty  pupils  should  be 
the  maximum  of  one  room,  and  experience  shows  that  the  best 
results  are  obtained  with  schools  of  from  thirty  to  forty 
pupils. 

The  work  of  Prospect  Hill  school  can  never  be  perfectly 
satisfactory,  as  now  arranged.  The  school  should  be  graded, 
made  either  a  third  or  fourth  primary.  The  work  then,  in  all 
the  schools  in  the  village  would  be  uniform  and  much  more 
satisfactory.  Scholars  entering  the  graded  schools  from  this 
school  are  found  deficient  in  many  of  the  branches,  and  have 
difficulty  in  keeping  up  with  their  respective  classes,  and  in 
some  cases  are  obliged  to  drop  back  a  year,  which  is  due 
largely  to  their  coming  from  an  ungraded  school,  where  the 
work  is  necessarily  less  thorough,  owing  to  the  larger  number 
of  classes.  This  trouble  will  continue  until  the  school  is 
properly  graded. 

No  important  changes  in  teachers  has  taken  place  during  the 
year.  Our  schools  are  in  charge  of  able  and  faithful  teachers, 
who  are  doing  all  in  their  power  to  make  their  work  a  success  ; 
a  sufficient  sum  of  money  is  raised  and  expended  each  year  for 
school  purposes  ;  and  it  only  remains  for  the  scholars  and  their 
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parents    to    also     work    heartily,     to  bring    about    the    best 
results.

The  schools  in  these  two  districts  are  ungraded,  and  the 
teachers  find  much  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  best  results  from 
their  labor,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  different  classes. 
Another  and  more  serious  difficulty,  especially  in  District  No. 
1,  is  found  in  the  lack  of  uniformity  in  the  text  books  used. 
Both  of  these  difficulties  are  hard  to  overcome,  but  until  they 
are  remedied  in  some  way,  the  best  results  cannot  be  obtained. 
The  amount  of  money  expended  in  either  district  is  compara- 
tively small.  If  the  two  districts  were  consolidated  and  graded 
so  far  as  practicable,  the  results  of  the  teacher's  labor  would  be 
more  satisfactory. 

The  teachers  employed  in  these  two  districts  during  the  past 
year,  have  discharged  their  duties  faithfully,  and  the  schools 
are  in  a  much  better  condition  than  could  reasonably  be  ex- 
pected under  the  existing  adverse  circumstances.  The  scholars 
in  several  instances  have  made  rapid  progress  in  their  studies, 
showing  that  under  more  favorable  conditions,  a  good  rank 
would  be  attained  by  them. 

This  report,  together  with  the  report  of  the  committee  for 
District  No.  3,  is  respectfully  submitted.
